Your CMC counsellor will start working 
on your behalf right away. Even if it takes a 
while to get you the job for which you are 
best qualified, your CMC counsellor will keep 
your registration under active consideration 
indefinitely. If you do not hear from your 
counsellor within a reasonable time, give him 
a call. He is there to help you. 


CANADA MANPOWER CENTRE 


The offices of the former National 
Employment Service have been reorganized 
under the name Canada Manpower Centre. 
In dealing with CMC, you will soon realize 
that its new approach to manpower problems 
is designed to help you. A CMC counsellor 
will talk to you about your experience, inter- 
ests and aptitudes. He will help you decide 
the best course to follow for placement in a 
suitable job. 


TRAINING 


It may be that up-grading your education 
is required. Training or re-training in one of 
the many courses available may be best in 
your case. Remember, the many services 
available are designed to help you find a good 
and rewarding job. 


MOBILITY 


Again, it may be necessary for you to 
move to an area where there are better oppor- 
tunities for employment. If so, you may be 
eligible for a Manpower Mobility grant to help 
you move and resettle. This program has 
helped hundreds of people to start a new and 
better life. It may be the answer in your case.
